would involve a vast communications network 
that would allow vehicles to interact with each 
other, regulate the flow of traffic and prevent 
crashes from happening. 

“We’re excited about doing more with less,” 
said Jim Norrod, chief executive of Bedford, 
N.H.-based Segway 

The 300 -pound prototype runs on a lithium- 
ion battery and uses Segway’s characteristic 
two-wheel balancing technology, along with 
dual electric motors. It’s designed to reach 
speeds of up to 35 mph and can run 35 miles on 
a single charge. 

Larry Burns, GM’s vice president of research 
and development, and strategic planning, said 
the project is part of GM’s effort to remake 
itself as a purveyor of fuel-efficient vehicles.

But the ambitious 
announcement 
comes at a pivotal 
time for the 
company.

General Motors plans to link its PUMA project to a communications network that would enable the 
vehicles to avoid obstacles, eliminating a need for traditional safety devices, getty images 


Ideally, the vehicles also would be part of a 
communications network that through the use 
of transponder and GPS technology would allow 
them to drive themselves. The vehicles would 
automatically avoid obstacles such as pedestri- 
ans and other cars and therefore never crash. 
Burns said. 

As a result, the PUMA vehicles would not 


need air bags or other traditional safety devices 
and include safety belts for “comfort purposes” 
only, he said. Though the technology and its 
goals may seem like something out of science 
fiction. Burns said nothing new needs to be 
invented for it to become a reality 

‘At this point, it’s merely a business decision,” 
he said.

Vermont 
OKs 9ay 
marriage 

The Washington Post 

Vermont on Tuesday became 
the fourth state to recognize 
gay marriage, and the District 
of Columbia Council voted to 
recognize same-sex unions per- 
formed in other states. 

The two actions give same- 
sex marriage proponents new 
momentum, following a simi- 
lar victory last week in Iowa’s 
Supreme Court. 

“I think we’re going to look 
back at this week as a moment 
when our entire country turned 
a corner,” said Jennifer Pizer, 
the national marriage project 
director for the advocacy group 
Lambda Legal. “Each time there’s 
an important step forward, it 
makes it easier for others to fol- 
low” 

The issue also is advancing in 
New Hampshire, where it has 
passed the state House and is 
awaiting action by the Senate, as 
well as in Maine and New Jersey, 
which are debating same-sex 
marriage legislation. 

The action Tuesday in Vermont 
came swiftly, surprising even 
some of the proponents of gay 
marriage who still were celebrat- 
ing their victory last Friday, when 
the Iowa Supreme Court ruled 
that same-sex marriages could 
go ahead. 

The two houses of Vermont’s 
legislature voted last week for 
a same-sex marriage bill— four 
votes short of a veto-overriding 
majority— and Republican Gov 
Jim Douglas vetoed it Monday 

But Tuesday several House 
members who voted against it 
last week switched sides to sup- 
port the override, making gay 
marriage law. 

Vermont has no mechanism 
for a citizen referendum— like 
California’s Proposition 8 — to 
override the law. 

The Vermont vote Tuesday was 
particularly symbolic for activ- 
ists because this is the state that 
nine years ago became the first 
to legalize civil unions between 
same-sex couples.

How exactly does 
enforcement work? 

The Tribune recently visited the offices 
of RedSpeed and Redflex Traffic Systems 
for an exclusive first look at how these 
companies capture, review and report 
possible violations. From the technology at 
the intersections to the contracts with the 
cities, many Illinois drivers remain unaware 
of how this increasingly ubiquitous law- 
enforcement device is changing driving in 
the state. 

Once through the lobby of RedSpeed’s 
Lombard office, visitors come upon a half- 
dozen or so violation reviewers, who are 
tasked with watching every single 12-second 
video clip and still image that comes to 
RedSpeed showing a possible violation. 
Since drivers regularly trigger the 


cameras without a violation occurring— 
often by stopping just past the stop line or by 
stopping abruptly after speeding— it’s up the 
reviewers to determine if they think there’s 
a violation. 

If they think not, the file gets purged; but 
if they do believe a citation should be issued, 
the reviewers send the information along to a 
senior reviewer who examines the file again. If 
that person agrees, the file gets forwarded to 
the respective law enforcement agency, which 
decides to issue a citation or not. (RedSpeed 
likes to say that it only “recommends” 
citations.) 

At Redflex Traffic Systems, the company’s 
involvement ends at this point. But RedSpeed 
actually processes and mails tickets after the 
law enforcement agency signs off on them. 

Here are a dozen facts about red-light 
cameras you might not know: 


Illinois photo-enforcement cameras monitor four types 
of violations: 

» Driving though a red light. » Left on red. 

» Right on red without a complete stop. (Rolling stops are illegal in the state.) 

» Right on red at intersections where such turns are prohibited. 

With cameras at 138 intersections, Chicago has more photo-enforcement 
locations than any other U.S. city. 

RedSpeed’s and Redflex’s systems use magnetic sensors installed 
at various points leading up to the stop line to determine whether 
the camera should begin taking pictures and video. (Video clips are 
about 12 seconds.) There are no sensors past the stop line, meaning 
if you’re in the middle of the intersection-waiting to turn left-and 
the light turns red, the camera should not record the incident. 
The average intersection has two cameras, although the 
number ranges from one to four. 

4 Though RedSpeed and Redflex operate similar 
• equipment, they generate revenue quite differently. 

» Redflex charges cities a flat fee for installing and maintaining 
each unit. For Chicago, the fee is $24,500 per unit. 

» Redspeed, however, charges cities a monthly fee of $1,499 
per camera as well as a percentage of each ticket a city 
issues. For a $100 ticket-the photo-enforced, red-ticket rate 
throughout lllinois-that fee ranges from $11.98 to $35.94, 
depending on the level of customer support the company 
provides. In most communities, Redspeed gets more if you call 
to discuss or contest your ticket. 
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Violation reviewers study the videos captured by red-light violation cameras to verify 
that a violation happened before a notification is sent out. chuck berman/tribune

In their only public comments about Chicago’s 
Olympic bid, members of the international eval- 
uation commission were upbeat and spoke glow- 
ingly of the city’s plans to host the 2016 Summer 
Games. 

However, all the bids are expected to be strong 
bids, said Nawal El Moutawakel, chairwoman of 
the IOC’s evaluation commission, a 13-mem- 
ber group who concluded their visit to Chicago 
Tuesday 

The commission leaves with “a very strong 
impression that the bid is a strong bid,” said 
Moutawakel, a former Olympian athlete from 
Morocco. “But in the end, there is only one win- 
ner.” 

The team now heads to Tokyo, and then the 
other two finalists, Madrid and Rio de Janeiro, 
before the IOC picks a winner on Oct. 2 in 
Copenhagen. 

Both Moutawakel and Felli noted they were 
impressed by the support of “business heavy- 
weights” from Chicago’s corporate community, 
with whom the commission met Monday 

Corporate sponsorships make up a significant 
piece of the Olympic revenue pie. Chicago offi- 
cials continue to hope their bid will be aided by 
the fact that revenue from Games held in the 
U.S. exceeds that of other nations. 

Commenting on the kind words from the 
commission, Chicago 2016 Chairman Patrick 
Ryan said the bid team has always felt the natu- 
ral setting of the city gave Chicago an advantage. 
But, he added, the team has “no delusions” about 
the tough competition. 

Ryan also joked the commission “didn’t like 
the weather Sunday afternoon,” when cold, wind 
and rain burdened the venue tour. 

When asked whether visible public support was 
lacking. Mayor Daley said that when he arrived 
at the White Sox home opener Tuesday he was 
bombarded with questions and comments from 
Sox fans asking, “Did we win?” the bid. 


Transit sigh of relief 

Funding boost, belt-tightening mean fare hikes, service cuts unlikely

CTA fare increases or service cuts are 
highly unlikely this year thanks to infu- 
sions of federal and state funding as well 
as internal belt-tightening, transit officials 
said Tuesday 

The CTA still must find $53.7 million to 
balance its 2009 budget, officials said. 

But the gap is much smaller than the 
projected $242 million shortfall in public 
funding that the CTA recently faced for 
2008 and this year, officials said. 

“We are making progress,” said CTA 
chairman Carole Brown, who only a 
month ago warned that a looming budget 
crisis could lead to cuts in service. 

Since then, the Regional Transportation 
Authority agreed to cover a $56.1 million 
public-funding shortage for 2008. 

In addition, the CTA is receiving $241 
million in federal economic stimulus funds 
that can be used for projects resulting in

Meanwhile, the CTA’s rail operations have 
been recognized as the “Most Improved 
Metro” by an international panel of 
transit agency representatives, transit 
industry reporters and contractors. The 
CTA received the honor at a conference 
in London on March 31 organized by 
Terrapinn, an international business 
media company. 

savings through more efficient operations. 
Fare hikes implemented in January are pro- 
jected to bring in an additional $39 million. 
The transit agency also cut 396 jobs this 
year, resulting in $4.9 million in savings. 

All the measures combined have 
trimmed this year’s budget hole from $155 
million to $53.7 million, said Paul Fish, 
CTA vice president of budget and capital 
finance. 

CTAPresident Richard Rodriguez said he 


was “extremely optimistic” that fare hikes or 
service cuts are not on the horizon. 

Rodriguez is expected to present a pro- 
posal next month to close the remaining 
budget gap. CTA officials are looking to 
the RTA for additional help. 

Transit officials also said an urgent need 
still exists for a comprehensive state capital 
program to fund infrastructure improve- 
ments. Lawmakers last week approved 
capital funding totaling about $900 mil- 
lion for Chicago-area transit, including 
$495.9 million for the CTA. 

The money for the CTA will be used 
to buy more hybrid buses, overhaul aging 
buses in the fleet, rehabilitate rail stations 
and replace track on the Dan Ryan branch 
of the Red Line. 

But Rodriguez said the CTA still faces 
almost $6.8 billion in unfunded capital 
projects needed to bring the system to a 
state of good repair.

OBAMA GOES 
TO BAGHDAD 


BAGHDAD Cheered wildly by U.S. 
troops, President Obama flew unan- 
nounced into Iraq on Tuesday and prompt- 
ly declared it was time for Iraqis to “take 
responsibility for their country” after 
America’s commitment of six years and 
thousands of lives. 

“Thu have given Iraq the opportunity to 
stand on its own as a democratic country” 
the president said as he made a brief inspec- 
tion of a war he opposed as candidate and 


now vows to end as commander in chief 
“That is an extraordinary achievement.” 

A total of 4,265 U.S. troops have lost 
their lives in Iraq since March 2003, and 
Obama said American forces had “per- 
formed brilliantly ... under enormous 
strain.” 

“It is time for us to transition to the 
Iraqis,” he said as an estimated 600 troops 
cheered. “They need to take responsibility 
for their country”

Minister Nouri al-Maliki, who said after- 
ward that he had “assured the president 
that all the progress that has been made in 
the security area will continue.” 

Obama flew into Iraq shrouded by 
secrecy and was shielded by heavy security 
from the moment he arrived.

If you’re addicted to your iPhone and baseball, this 
should be right up you alley. 

On Monday, MLB launched MLB.com At Bat 2009, 
a program for iPhones or iPod Touches that allows 
users to listen to all games for $10 a season. 

It’s well worth the money if you’re a baseball fan. 
The one drawback: The program is a major drain on 
the iPhone’s battery. 

The sound comes through clearly, and it’s simple 
to switch to the audio feed of another game. In 


addition, several extras exceed MLB’s iPhone 
offering from last year. 

While listening to a game, you can check a live 
box score, get a snapshot of what’s happening on 
the basepaths or check a player’s “card,” including 
career stats and the current game’s stats. 

Better, there are no audio blackout restrictions

Pop culture can’t 
resist recycling 
Agatha Christie’s 
most famous plot

“One by one,” intones the little girl 
in the grim, repetitive trailer. “One 
by one.” 

Those simple words explain the 
storytelling engine behind the new 
CBS thriller-mystery series, “Harper’s 
Island”: A group of characters gath- 
ers in a remote location and one after 
another, they are bumped off 
As Hollywood has taught us, usu- 
ally only one character— can you say, 
“nubile young woman”? — survives to 
the end. Yet somehow, despite its pre- 
dictability, the formula never ceases 


to entertain. So where exactly have 
we seen this before? 

Blame it all on Agatha Christie. 
The world’s best-selling mystery 
writer invented the one-by-one death 
toll in 1939 for her most frightening 
novel, ‘And Then There Were None.” 
In punchy, relentless prose, she gath- 
ers 10 strangers on an island, where 
their unseen host accuses them all 
of murder.

The buzz on brunch

Mimosa 

In 1921. the Buck s 
Fizz Club in England 
introduced a mixture 
of champagne and 
orange juice that they 
dubbed the Buck's 
Fizz. Four years later, 
a similar drink called 
a mimosa showed 
up on the menu at 
the Paris Ritz. They 
named the drink after 
mimosa plants, which 
are yellow and appear 
slightly frothy from 
a distance. In Britain, 
the mixture of orange 
juice and champagne 
still Is referred to as a 
Buck’s Fizz. 


Bellini 

Giuseppe Cipriani, 
a bartender and 
owner of Harry's 
Bar in Venice 
invented the 
bellini during the 
1940s. Cipriani 
loved white 
peaches, which 
were in season 
only during the 
summertime. 

He created a 
refreshing warm- 
weather cocktail 
by combining 
pureed peaches 
with the local 
sparkling 
prosecco wine. 


Bloody Mary 

The history of this 
drink is widely 
disputed, but many 
credit American 
bartender Fernand 
“Pete ’’ Petiot as being 
the first to mix equal 
parts tomato juice and 
vodka while working 
at Harry's New York 
Bar in Paris during 
the 19205. According 
to lore, the drink has 
a surprising Chicago 
connection: Bloody 
rnary was suggested 
as a name in honor of 
the Bucket of Blood 
Club in Chicago-and a 
girl there named Mary.
